It was nearly 9 o’clock when Chairman 
Kinley pounded his gavel. Chauncey pew 
was at once recognized and made: what he 
called a question of personal privilege. It! was 
to give Col. W. R. Thompson of Indiana a 
seat on the platform. Mr. Depew put in 
some pleasant words about the old mariner 
of the Wabash” being 83, a, year pide r 
than Gladstone. The motion was 
seconded by Indiana, and Old Dick “ was 
brought forward amid cheers and waiving of 
Col. Elliott F. Shepard’s cane. The Harrison 
delegates tried to make something out of the 
demonstration, but the whole convention wel- 
comed the aged ex-Secretary of the 
Navy. Mr. Thompson’s strong figure; and 
clear voice gave little evidence! of 
the age which his white hairs tell. | He 
started in with some happy remarks about 
his age not limiting his devotion to Republic- 
an principles and predicted a party victory in 
November. He was loudly cheered aß he 
prophesied to meet the convention “here or 
somewhere else in the broad land four 5 
hence. 

I have passed through fifteen active Hresi- 
dential campaigus, said Col. Thompson, ‘1 
cast my first vote for Henry Clay.“ Then he 
went on to talk alittle protection and turned 
to McKinley, eulogizing the bill which bore 
his honored name. 

Just then the electric lights went | out. 
“Cincinnati over again.“ said one one of the 
delegates in a stage whisper, and the conven-_ 
tion laughed itself hoarse. Soon the lights 
returned and Col. Thompson retired, Senator 
Cullom helping him from the platform. 

A passing shadow was thrown over the con- 


vention when Delegate Carter sent to the ta- 


ble and got read a telegram from Titusyille, 
telling of the great suffering there. here 
was nothing todo beyond the reading of the 
telegram and the Chairman then called on 
Gen. Cogswell for the report of the Commit- 
tee on Credentials. He is a big man and 
rather slow. When he told of a minority re- 
port the delegates at once pricked up their 
ears. 
Put in the Minority Report. 

Mr. Wallace of New York submitted in 
writing the minority report as far as they haa 
time to prepare it and Gen. Cogswell went 
on with a verbal report, giving details pre- 
liminary to telling what had been done with 
the contests. The body of the delegates did 
not know the meaning of the decisions | and 
had to await some sign from their leaders on 
the floor. 

Senator Quay stood at the head of the 
Pennsylvania delegation fannmg himself and 
listening as though he did not know just how 
the contests, stood. Ex-Senator Spooner 
moved down the aisle working his fan like a 
windmill in a thunderstorm and whispered a 
word to Quay. The latter laughed and 
went back to his seat satisfied, though he kept 
a suspicious eye on the anti-Harrison leader. 

„Mou go and tell McKinley,” said Quay to 
Gen. Harry Bingham, “that I want to be 
recognized before anything is done. I want 
to call for the reading of the majority and roi- 
nority reports in the Alabama case.’ 

Gen. Bingham delivered the message and 
came back with asuggestion from the Chair 
to which Quay assented. It was that the sug- 
gestion should come’ from Mr. Wallace, who 
made the request, and the minority report 
was read. 

The reading of the report of the minority by 
the Secretary of the convention was greeted 
with applause. Gen. Cogswell moved that 
the majority report be adopted as a whole. 

Then Mr. Filley of Missouri was recognized, 
and asked that the report of the minority be 
substituted: for that of the majority.| He 
spoke for the Republican party of Alabama 
as a whole and went into the history of the 
election of the Alabama delegates. The ap- 
pearance of Mr. Filley in the aisle and his 

earnestness kept the conventions’s attention 
for it was recognized that this was the 
first gun in the fight. The Chairman called 
time on Mr. Filley, but the speaker continued 
with the permission of the convention. 
Hit at the Officeholders. | 

Mr. Filley was loudly cheered when he con- 
cluded. He was followed by the clerical- 
‘looking Mr. Massey of Delaware, who folded 
his hands like a clergyman, and proceeded to 


eral officeholders, Mr. Knight followed with 
a Savage swipe at a hundred thousand office- 
holders who had interfered with the election 
of delegates. Mr. Knight was greeted witha 
rousing cheer when he had concluded. 

Judge Bethea of Illinois was the next speak- 
er and talked for the majority report. The 
Judge said American citizens had their rights 
and advanced the idea that a man might be 
a pretty good Republican and hold an office 
under the General Government at that. Then 
the Postmasters and the other fellows who 
get their living from the government applaud- 
ed the Judge. Presently he intimated that 
the committee had not given tne case its 
proper amount of consideration. 

Chauncey Filley floored him with the re- 
mark that he had worked three days and 
three nights at it. 

The Judge was sailing along now in fine. 
style, but his trolley got off the wire when he 
said he found anybody could prove anything 
by some people from down in Alabaina. 
Then the galleries and the Southern delegates 
hissed the Judge and told him to sit down. 
He did not do it and repeated by his actions 
the story of that patriotic but mislead youth, 
Casabianca. 

Joseph G. Cannon took umbrage at the 
manifestations of displeasure with the Judge’s 
slur on Alabama, and then and there served 
notice that he would make a motion that the 
gallenes be cleared if it occurred again. Then 
Cannon was hissed and told to go off by him- 
self and to sit down. He was quite angry 
and he mopped his brow and spat savagely 
through his teeth. 


Applause for Wolcott, 
Senator Wolcott of Colorado followed for 


the minority report, and was greeted with the 


first genuine applause of the night. He ap- 


pealed for fair play, which he believed the 


delegates of this convention wanted. He 
passed rapidly over the history of the major- 
ity report. The speaker with his uplifted 
hand said that he held a list of 130 
officeholders who were delegates to this 
convention from States which were nine- 
tenths Democratic. Senator Wolcott then 
received thunderous cheers as he proceeded 
to score the report of the majority, showing 
that it was the work of the contingent on the 
pay-roll of the government. Mr. Wolcott 
said there had been 3,000 officeholders who 
had been hounding the committee and fol- 
lowing it at its coming and going. 

Mr. Hart of West Virginia had his swing 
after Senator Wolcott, saying he was a dele- 
gate from a Southern State who was not an 
officeholder. He made something of a point 
by saying that he did not come from a State 
which threatened to go Democratic because 
one man or another’ might be nominated. 
This was a hit at Colorado’s demand for a 
free-coinage candidate. Mr. Hart then de- 
fended the majority report. 

Col. Duffield of Michigan was the next 
speaker and raised his voice for the minority 
report. He begged the convention to Vote it 
down and was followed by Powell Clayton, 
who said some allusion had been made to 
officeholders. He had never held an office that

officeliolders and should be in Washington, 
whereupon Mr. Wolcott said that if he did hold 
office it was not from the President, but by 
the authority of his State, which was Repub- 
lican. 
Depew Made a Speech. 

Mr. Depew of New York made his initial 
effort in this convention by speaking for the 
adoption of the majority report and asked 
that it be adopted so that the convention 
might get through its work. The convention 
would be no wiser by going into this matter, 
and he was therefore of the opinion that the 
report should be adopted without any more 
debate. Mr. Depew took a shot at Filley of 
Missouri, but from the mild applause he re- 
ceived it was evident that the shot did not hit 
its target. 

Then came Warner Miller. We are not 
know-nothings here,“ began Mr. Miller, if 
my colleague Mr. Depew eis. 

Continuing he said no reasons had been 
urged for the adoption of tne minority re- 
‘port so far as Alabama was concerned. This 
raised a yell, and Warner Miller proceeded to 
wake up the auti- Harrison people by saying 
that a report signed by a majority of the com- 
mittee did not of itself gives its views any 
binding force. The National committee had, 
after long discussion and investigation, by a 
vote of yeas 28 to nays 21 said that the dele- 
gates named in the minority report were en- 
titled to seats on the floor. 

Miller’s speech was delivered in an effective 
way, and might possibly have changed some 
votes to the minority report were it not for 
the fact that everybody knew the question 
was being a test vote between the Harrison 
and anti-Harrison people.. He demanded a 
division of the question anda special vote on 
the Alabama case. 

Gen. Cogswell said the majority had no 
time to make a report in writing. Therefore 
it should not be criticised for not doing so, 
since no objection had been made. Warner 
Miller had done this, and he did not like it. 
His voice went down, as the electric lignts 
had done numerous times during the night. 
He was evidently exhausted as a result of the 
long and protracted sessions of the commit- 
tee of which he was Chairman. He kept on 
with his knitting after a fashion and made a 
strong appeal for the majority. He moved 
the previous question, to the great disgust of a 
colored delegate from North Carolina, who 
was in great distress because he had a speech, 
Maj. McKinley had agreed to give him a 
show, but Cogswell had cut him out. 

A lot of delegates, all Harrison 
manded the previous question. 

Matt Quay, amidst great applause, took the 
floor with a parliamentary query as to the 
effect of the previous question. 

This made a nasty little tangle and all con- 
stitutional expounders, both in and out of the 
Senate and House of the United States, cleared 
their decks preparatory to action. 

The Chair held that a separate vote could be 
demanded on all findings of the committee. 

Another Question Raised. 

It was 11 o’clock p. m. to a minute when 
the first vote of the convention was taken. 
Alabama Jed off with 17 for the substitute 
and 5 against, whereupon McComas of 
Maryland made a kick, asking if the dele- 
gates were voting for themselves. 

The Chairman said he had no knowledge on 
the topic. Gen. Cogswell “cut in and said: 
“Why, certainly they are.” 

Mr. Depew chalienged the correctness of 
the vote of Alabama on the ground that men 
who voted were contesting, and should not be 
allowed to vote on a point in which they were 
interested. 

Mr. Depew’s point was not well received, 
judging by the Ahs which were heard froin 
many quarters. 

Maj. McKinley said every delegate seated 
there by the National committee was entitled 
to vote until unseated. Ther the anti-Harri- 
son félks set up a cheer. He was embarrassed 
as to how to rule on the proposition if a dele- 
gate could vote on his own case. Maj. Me- 
Kinley produced the rules of the House of the 
Fifty-first Congress, under which the conven- 
tion was operating, and read a

The First Ballot. 

Pennsylvania and New York demanded’ a 
roll-cail, and the first ballot of any character 
of the convention was gvtten under way. It 
gave both parties, Harrison and anti-Harrb 
son, a greatly coveted opportunity to see where 
they were strong and at ‘the same time to 
get accurate knowledge of their weakness. 
Delegates were polled as quickly as possible, 
and Wisconsin moved to divide equally. 
Payne went over to Quay and told him so, 
which appeared to please Quay. Illinois 
stood and was polled, and while the majority 
of the delegates from New York were astir 
Depew sat quietly in his chair. 

The: Result in Illinois, 

Illinois was called. Then came the sensa- 
tion. The result of the little informal caucus 
was announced by Mr. Cullom as yeas 19 to 
nays 29. Thereupon Uucle Joe Cannon, who 
thought the administration had been cheated 
out of a vote or more, demanded 
a poll of the delegation. This 
was the result: yeas 20 to nays 28. The anti- 
Harrison crowd gained one to Uncle Joe’s dis- 
gust. Dr. Wilcox, a collector of internal 
revenue and a delegate for the Ninth Illinois 
District, was absent from the hall, and 
his alternate voted in the affirmative. 
Wilcox would have been the other way 
if he answered to his name. Uncle Joe Can- 
non turned a ghastly yellow when Alter- 
nate Carruthers went on the record in the af- 
firmative. Dr. Wilcox will be on hand after 
this. Carruthers wes present and cast the 
only vote he will ever get in this convention.

The band in the 
suspended eyrie struck up“ We Won't Go 
Home Till Morning,“ and this put the dark- 
ened hall in a merry mood, Delegates began 
to strike matches to enable them to see how 
to go until the Chairman called attention to 
the danger of the practice, and lighted lamps 
were put on the speaker’s desk. 

On the announcement of the vote the spec- 
tators led off withthe hurrah, and the con- 
tagion spread to the Indiana delegation, where 
„ Rhody ”’ Shiel’s mouth stood open. The 
demonstration was short-winded, which 
prompted O'Brien of New York to call for 
three cheers for tlie Market Hall meeting, but 
he was the only one who responded. An lowa 
delegate moved an adjournment. The Harri- 
son people opposed this motion with a rising 
vote. The Chair declared it lost.

CALLS IT A CLAMMY BLUFF. 


Clarkson Says There Were Many Blaine 
Supporters There, 


ISSUED THEIR PRONUNCIAMENTO,

The Harrison people held a conference 
immediately after the convention adjourned, 
They met in Market hall to hear reports, Long 
Jones and two others stationed at the door 
acted as tellers, and every one who got in 
was counted as a delegate. In this way 
enough alternates and spectators were let in 
to make up atotal of about 460, of whom, 
perhaps. 350 were delegates. Chauncey 
Depew was put in the chair, and Chris Magee 
made Secretary, while Long Jones took his 
place on the platform and invited the rest of 
his Harrison leaders to come up there 
with him. 
Depew Asked for Figures. 

Chauncey Depew told the gathering that its 
business was to receive reports of progress, 
and the men appointed for the purpose in the 
different delegations were invited to hand up 
their figures. Some of them got so enthusi- 
astic that they credited more votes than their 
delegations had members, but Chris Magee, 
who was acting as Secretary with a printed 
list in his hand, corrected them. In some in- 
stances two or three reports were given which 
account for the discrepancies in the totals,

Invited to Get on the Band- Wagon. 

After adjournment of the conference the 
news was given out that Harrison was re- 
nominated and the doubting delegates were 
invited to get on the band wagon. They were 


1 assured that it was all settled and that prob- 


ably the nomination would be made at the 
night session, though they were willing to 
allow another day of grace for the Blaine 
people, 

The anti-Harrison delegates did not seem to 
be disturbed by the news that the Harrison 
figurers had counted so many votes. When 
Hiscock came into the hotel and told the New- 
Yorkers that 462\delegates had been present 
some of them were incredulous. 

It reminds me, said Congressman Bur- 
leigh of New York, of the way we nominated 
Arthur at Chicago in 1884. We had a meeting 
down at the Armory or somewhere near the 
Lake-Front. We shut ourselves in and polled 
every man present, so we would not make any 
mistake in counting men whodid not have 
votes. Well, on a show of hands we actually 
had 396 delegates who were for Arthur first, 
last, and all the time. Every State made its re- 
port, and we knew just where we stood. We 
had in sight in addition to those present about 
a hundred uelegates, which would have given 
us considerably more than a majority. We 
ratified Arthur’s nomination, and went home 
teeling sorry for other people whose candidates 
had to lose. The next day the vote was taken 
and we couldn’t muster 300. That was a 
mournful occasion for us. Eh, Hiscock?’ 

Senator Hiscock strolled away as though 
Burleigh’s reminiscence had a personal appli- 
cation. The Blaine leaders received the news 
calmly. They got hold of the table of votes 
as announced in the Harrison conference and 
had copies of it made to be preserved as 
curiosities. It was noted, however, that the 
table would be very useful in making com- 
parisons with the actual vote which will be 
cast in the convention. 

Noticing the Discrepancies. 

Some discrepancies were guickly noticed in 
the alleged State canvass of the Harrison 
folks. Yesterday they had been claimmg 
thirty namestoa paper of the New York 
delegates giving absolute pledges to 
vote for Harrison, but when they 
came to reconsider they thought 
it better not to claim more than 28. In Geor- 
gia they would not have anything for Blaine 
although they have given up several of the 
delegates from that State. Whenever there 
was a delegate who was known to be talking 
McKinley or athird man he was put down 
for Harrison. This happened in Kansas, Mon- 
tana, Wisconsin, Oregon, and a number of 
other States. The theory was that the tactics 
adopted might keep these weaklings from going 
to anybody else, creating the impression that 
Harrison could not be beaten.

FILLEY OPENS FOR THE MINORITY. 


He Gives the History of the Alabama 
Trouble—His Time Extended. 
Gen, Cogswell, Chairman of the Committee 
on Credentials, then moved that the report of 
the committee be adopted as a whole. 


Chauncey I. Filley of Missouri arose and 
said: 

I am delegated, Mr. Chairman, by the delegates 
on behalf of the Republican organization and the 
Republican party of the State of Alabama, to 
ask this convention to substitute for 
the majority report the report of the 
minority and to seat the delegates 
therein recommended, [Applause.] I do not pro- 

to enter into the controversy of the Alabama 
— * — I do propose, however, on the part 
of the Republican party in the State of Alabama, 
to protest against the disorganization of the State 
and Congressional committees in that State. 
K 
r. Chairman. the State convention was duly 
called on the 19thday of March by the State 
committee, to convene inthe City of Montgomery 
on the 28th day of April, with the omission—unin- 
tentional, however stated to be by the Chairman 
and others of the committee—that no place of 
meeting was designated in the call for the 
City of Montgomery. -At that 19th day 
of March meeting also, the State 
committee was ordered to convene on a day prior 
to tha meeting of the convention, the 27th day of 
April, at the office of the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, the Chairman of the committee, R. A. 
Jr., and did meet at that office at 12 noon 
the 27th day of April; that the majority of 
the committee met there as sworn to and as rep- 
resented from a copy of the minutes of the State 
committee, twelve or thirteen members meeting 
there. They waited patiently tor half an hour 
and sent word in to the Chairman of the commit- 
tee, who was in another office in the Government 
Building in consultation with leading Repub- 
licans and others, to have him come in aud con- 
to order, -and 
the business for which 
it convened. He, however, came into 
the room, and looked about and said 
that there would be no meeting of the committee 
in his office. At about 1:15 a request was again 
sent in that he come in and call the committee to 
order and he replied that that was his private 
office and he would adjourn the commit to 
meet in the grand jury room at 5 p. m. And again 
at 1:30 a request was made and he came in again 
aos said that no meeting could be held in that 
office. 4 

Then Mr. Austin, who held a proxy of his 
brother, demanded that he call the committee to 
order and have the roll call, which he declined to 
do and left the room. Thereupon the Secretary 
of the committee, H. A. Wilson, did call the com- 
mittee to order and proceeded with the roll call, 
twelve or thirteen of the twenty members of the 
committee answering thereto, not only a quorum, 
but a majority. 

Under the five minutes rule the gavel of 
Chairman McKinley called Mr. Filley to 
order with the suggestion that his time had 
expired, but the convention by unanimous 
consent extended his time. Mr. Filley con- 
tinued : 

A statement was made that the committee, or 
the meeting, should not be heldthere. A motion 
was made to adjourn to the Merchants’ Hotel to 
meet at 3 p. m., which motion was carried with- 
out a dissenting vote. At 3 p. m. the com- 
mittee assembled at the Merchants’ Hotel 
and proceeded to name the temporary 
officers for the next day for the 
convention and also to name a committee, Mr. 
Wilson, the Secretary of the committee, and one 
other to proceed to the State Capitol and arrange 
the seats in the hall for the delegates for the next 
day’s convention; and they proceeded to the hall, 
and were denied admission as stated in the re- 
port finding the hall in the possession of two 

nited States Marshals and two Deputy Collec- 
tors of Internal Revenue, and they were denied 
admission and possession of the hall. Then they 
went back to the committee and proceeded to se- 
cure the court-house, at which on the succeeding 
day the majority of the delegates elected to the 
State convention met and elected delegates-at- 
large, whom I. on behalf of the minority of the 
committee, move you, Sir, be substituted and 
delegated to seats in this convention.

E. E. Perkins and E. P. Engbarth, the Blaine 
delegates, with half a vote each in the tein- 
porary organization.

Quick work was made of the contest in the 
District of Columbia. The seats were given 
to P. H. Carson and Andrew Gleason, the 
Blaine delegates.

South Carolina was also dis of in a 
hurry. The regular delegates-at-large, headed 
by E. A. Webster, were given the seats, the 
claims of the reform delegates not being 
thought strong enough to even divide tne 
vote the same as was done in Mississippi. It 
is said this gives the Blaine people ten votes 
in South Carolina on the tirst ballot. ; 

The compromise decision in the Mississippi 
cases was an index of the future policy of the 
Committee on Credentials. Although there 
was but littletime to spare the committee 
listened patiently to three contests from 
North Carolina. 

The first was from the Fourth District, in 
which J. H. Williamson claimed a seat fram 
J. Nichols, a Federal officeholder. Nichols was 
allowed to retain the seat, and a fight between 
the Gordon ang Brady factions in the Sixth 
District wastaken up. At first there was a 
disposition to split up the two votes between 
the four contestants, but a vote resulted jin 
giving them to the Brady faction. In the 
Seventh District J. J. Mott asked to be seated 
over Walser, one of the delegates recognized 
by the National committee, and he made suth 
a good showing that Bailey, Walser. and him- 
self were each given two-thirds of a vote. 

A‘resolution had been offered in committée, 
its purpose being to save time, to make no in- 
vestigation of the Texas cases, but to allow 
the roll to stand as it appeared on the recorils 
of the National committee. But Col. Norton 


and other members of the Lily 
White faction importuned and besieged 
the members of the committee 80 per- 
sistently that it was finally decided 


to give them a hearing, Delegate Hawlpy 
made a brief statement of the case of the 
Austin convention delegates, and then Col, 
Norton and others told what excuse the Lily 
White "’ faction had for being on earth apd 
presenting claims for admission to the con- 
vention.

Then Utah was called and the two one 
from the liberal faction and the pair pte 
senting tho Mormon interests were allowed to 
tell of the merits of their respective causes, 
The situation of affairs was so complex that 
the committee found the easiest way to settle

At 8 o’clock the Committee on Credentials 
finished its labors, and Chairman Cogswell 
was instructed, by a vote of twenty-six to 
twenty-eight, to proceed at once to the con- 
ventfon and present a verbal statement of the 
conclusions which the committee had 
reached. He was authorized to say that he 
proceeded in that manner because of the fact 
that no time remained if a report was to be 
presented tonight to prepare a written one. | 

Mr. Wallace, representing the minority, 
gave notice that he would ask the convention 
for time in which to present the views of him- 
self and his associates in the cases from 
Louisiana, Alabama, and Mississippi. is 

A résumé of the work of the com mittee is as 
follows: 4 | 

Alabama Delegates-at-large—The Moseley con- 
testants were seated. In the Third, Fourth, 
Fifth and Eighth Districts, the anti-Moseleyites 
retain their places.

The majority report sustained the Nation- 


al committee.as to twenty-three votes and re- 
versed it as to seventeen. In Louisiana the 
National committee was sustained as to four 
delegates-at-large and four district delegates, 
and not sustained as to four other district 
delegates; in Maryland, not sustained in two 
votes: Mississippi, sustained as to two district 
votes and not sustained as to two 
delegates-at-large; in North Carolina, sus- 
tained as to three votes; in the District 
of Columbia, sustained as to two votes; in 
Utah, not sustained as to one vote (by split- 
ting the delegation between the two factions) ; 
in Alabama, sustained as to eight and reversed 
as to six votes. : 

Politically the result was a gain of thirteen 
votes to Harrison and of one to Blaine, a net 
Harrison gain of twelve votes. 

This gain in@iuded six votes in Alabama, 
four in Louisiana, and two in Mississippi. 

Wallace of New York announced his pur- 
pose to fight the report on the floor of the con- 
vention. 

Approximately Blaine gets twenty-three 
votes from the contests in the Credentials 
committee and Harrison twenty-one votes. 
This is exclusive of South Carolina and Texas, 
in which the color line was raised, and both 
the Harrison and Blaine people refused tw 
recognize the contestants. No accurate polls 
of how these two delegations stand,have been 
made, 


The:free silver lobby in town has not entire- 
ly abandoned hope of accomplishing some- 
thing, despite the rejection of the pet idea by 
the Committee on Resolutions. This morning 
a delegation from the Colorado Silver league 
delivered communications to the delegates on 
the committee whom they believed to be of 
their own kind. The letters asked that a min- 
ority report be drawn up by the latter and 
brought into the convention. J. Anders of 
the league, who has the matter in charge, 
said the silverites did not expect any favorable 
action from the convention, but it would 
open a discussion of free silver, and in thus 
stimulating interest he claims it will aid their 
cause. A minority report was presented by 
Jones of Nevada and Teller of Colcrado, the 
rampant free silver men on the subcommittee. 
They offered it without remark, and it was 
laid on the table. The action was probably 
taken to satisfy their constituency, as the 
other three members of the subcommittee 
and the majority of the delegates oa the full 
committee would listen to no proposition 
that carried the faintest suspicion of free 
silver. 

The resolution adopted by the subcommittee 
was not acompromise. It was drawn up by 
Gov. Fairchild and Jones and Teller voted 
against it. 

The silverites today scouted the idea that 
the resolution Maintaining the tariff on lead 
will satisfy the voters in their States. They 
described it picturesquely as choking them to 
death with butter. They claimed that 30 per 
cent of all the voters in Nevada and Colorado 
have signed pledges to vote for no candidate 
who does not stand ona platform of unlim- 
ited free commage. They did not hope for 
much recognition from the Democratic con- 
vention at Chicago, but claimed that the Peo- 
ple’s party have made overtures to them. At 
any rate the silver crowd ‘will probably be on 
hand at the Omaha convention. 

Cullom’s Resort to Buncombe. 

Senator Cullom’s resolution in the conven- 
tion this morning recognizing the World’s 
Fair and recommending Congressional aid 
was simply a piece of political buncembe. A 
resolution to precisely this effect had already 
been adopted by the full Committee on Reso- 
lutions. Joe Cannon saw to it personally, and 
ex-Senator T. L. Palmer says it is perfectly 
satisfactory to the World’s Fair people. 

A minority report was made by the Sub- 
committee on Elections. It enunciated all 
the principles of Henry Cabot Lodge's so- 
called “force bill.“ The Southern and ex- 
voted against ittoa man. The majority re- 
port was adopted. 

Friends of the colored race made an attempt 
to have a condemnation of negro lynchings 
inserted in the platform. The Southerners 
would not listed to it. Their friends from the 
Far West stood by them. A brief recess was 
then taken. 

When the members reassembled there was a 
tiresome wait of thirty minutes. Joe Cannon 
improved the opportunity to shuck his coat 
and stretch on the table for a nap. No person, 
whether a Blaineite or a Harrison shouter, 
will deny Cannon's right to all the snoozes he 
can snatch. The labor he has performed for 
the l’resident’s cause has involved the soles of 
his feet as well as the gray matter of his brain 
a eighteen or nineteen hours of the twenty- 

our. 

During the recess the silverites did some 
powerful hustling in support of their attempt 
to fling a bombshell into the convention in 
the shape ofa free silver minority report. 
They received about as much encouragement 
as a man who is flat broke gets from his rela- 
tives. 

But there are some gritty fellows in the sil- 
ver lobby and they did not propose to go home 
with absolutely nothing but a big expense ac- 
count to show’ for a week’s stay in Minneapo- 
lis. That is, not if they could help it. There- 
fore they dropped their silver proposition and 
went at the committee on another tack, the 
theory being that if government interference 


could be had in one important 
Western interest collateral interests 
would be likely to receive more 
attention. They had a resolution introduced 


callmg upon the government to cede to the 
States and Territories arid lands which may 
be reclaimed by irrigation.’ The resolution 
was adopted by a vote of 10 to 12. Cannon 
was among the negatives and he will present 
a minority report to the convention. 


Ali the Silver Men Get. 


The indorsement of a tariff lead is all the 
silver .nen get in the platform. 

The slight modification got in the bime- 
tallic resolution was in the line of condensa- 
tion merely. Gen. Fairchild did not oppose 
it. The silverites will not get any mimority 
report to the convention. Senator Jones 
said it was no use to introduce something 
which would be immediately tabled. 

When the plank on elections was reached 
the extreme Northern men managed to work 
in a denunciation of Southern outrages. There 
was an attempt made tosecure a more specific 
expression, but the failure of the Subcom mit- 
tee on Elections to consider the same thing in- 
fluenced the full com- nittee. 

Finally the amendments were ali disposed 
of and the complete platform offered. Secre- 
tary Thompson started to read it as though 
the committee were really ina hurry to get 
out to dinner before the convention met. So they 
were, but every man of the twenty-two pres- 
ent had his own ideas about the construction 
of English. Each man differed and all of 
them forgot their hunger in an anxiety to pro- 
duce such important improvements in the 
platform as the substitution of this for that 
and vice versa. They consumed an hour in 
this amusement and after every man had suc- 
ceeded in getting a word or two of his own in- 
serted they expressed themselves satisfied ana 
adopted the platform. | 

Fall Text of the Platform. 


Following is the complete text of the plat- 
form adopted by the committee for submis- 
sion to the convention: 

The representatives of the Republicans of the 
United States assembled in general convention on 
the shores of the Mississippi River, the everlast- 
ing bond of an indestructible republic, whose 
most glorious chapter of history is the record of 
the Republican party, congratulate their couniry- 
men ‘on the majestic zarch of the Nation under 
the banners inscribed with the principles of our 
platform of 1588, vindicated by victory at the 
polls and prosperity in our fields, workshops, and 
mines, and make the following declaration of 
principles: 

We reatlirm the American doctrine of protec- 
tion. We call attention to its growth abroad. We 
maintain that the prosperous condition of our 


country is largely due to the wise revenue legis- 


lation of the Republican Congress. 

We believe that ali articles which cannot be 
produced in the United States, except luxuries, 
should be admitted free of duty, and that on all 
imports coming in competition with the products 
of American labor there should be levied duties 
equal to the difference between wages abroad and 
at home. 

We assert that the prices of manufactured arti- 
cles of general consumption have been reduced 
under the operations of the tariff act of 1°90. 

We denounce the efforts of the Democratic ma- 
jority of the House of Representatives to destroy 
our tariff laws by piecemeal, as is manifested by 
their attacks upon wool, lead, and lead ores, the 
chief products of a number of States, and we ask 
the people for their judgment thereon. 

We point to the success of the Republican 
policy of reciprocity, under which our export 
trade has vastly increased, and new and enlarged 

rkets have been opened for the products of our 
farms and workshops. We — the people of 
the bitter opposition of the Democratic party to 
this practical business measure, and claim that, 
executed by a Republican administration, our 
présent laws will eventually give us control of the

Declaration for Bimetallisin.

We favor efficient legislation by Congress to pro- 
tect the life and limb of employés of transporta- 
tion companies engaged in carrying on inter-State 
commerce, and recommend legislation by the re- 
spective States that will protect employée en- 
gaged in State commerce, in mining, and in man- 
ufacturing: 

The Republican party has always been the 
champion of the 0 — and recognizes the 
dignity of manhood, irrespective of faith, color, 
or nationality; it sympathizes with the cause of 
home rule in Ireland, and_ protests against the 
persecution of the Jews in Russia. 

The ultimate reliance of free popular govern- 
ment isthe intelligence cf the people and the 
maintenance of — among men. We there- 
fore declare anew our devotion to liberty of 
thought and conscience, of speech and press, and 
approve all agencies and instrumentalities which 
contribute to the education of the children of 
the land, but while insisting upon the fullest 
measure of religious liberty we are opposed to 
any union of Church and State. 


Opposition to Trusts, 


We reaffirm our opposition declared in the Ro- 
publican platform of 18:8 to all combinations of 
capital, organized in trusts or otherwise 
to control arbitrarily the condition of 
trade among our citizens. We heartily indorse 
the action already taken upon this subject and 
ask for such further legislation as may be re- 
quired to remedy any defects in existing laws and 
to render their enforcement more complete and 
effective. 

We approve the policy of extending to towns, 
villages, and rural communities the advantages 
of the free delivery service now enjoyed by the 
larger cities of the country, and reaffirm the dec- 
laration contained in the Republican platform of 
188, pledging the reduction of letter postage to 
one cent at the earliest possible moment consist- 
ent with the maintenance of the Postoffice De- 
partment and the highest class of postal service. 


Miscellaneous Matters. 


CIVIL Service—Wecommend the spirit and evi- 
dence of reform in the civil service and the wise 
and consistent enforcement by the Republican 
party of the laws regulating the same. 

NICARAGUA CANAL—The construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal is of the highest importance to 
the American people, but as a measure of na- 
tional defense and to build up and maintain 
American commerce it should be controlled 
by the United States Government. 

TERRITORIES—We favor the admission of the 
remaining Territories at the earliest practicable 
date, having due regard to the interests of the 
people of the Territories and of the United States. 
All the Federal officers appointed for the Terri- 
tories should be selected from bona fide residents 
thereof and the right of self-government should 
be accorded as far as practicable. 

Arp LAaNnpDs.—We favor cession, subject to the 
homestead laws, of the arid public lands to the 
States end Territories in which they lie, under 
such Congressional restrictions as to disposition, 
reclamation, and occupancy by settlets as will 
secure the maximum benefits to the people. 

THe CoOLUMBIAN Exposition—The World's 
Columbian Exposition is a 
taking, and Congress should promptly enact such 
reasonable legislation in aid thereof as will in- 
sure a discharging of the expense and obligations 
incident thereto, and the attainment of results 
commensurate with the diguity and progress of 
the nation,

PeNsions—Kver mindful of the services and

DOORK EEPERS GROWING TRUCULENT. 


Swelled Hexnds Wollow a Little Brief Au- 
thority—Many Veterans Presen’, 

MinngaApouis, Minn., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Some overofticious doorkeepers about the con- 
vention hall have been the means of creating 
a good deal of ill-feeling. The worst of it is 
that several of these men have been imported 
from Chicago. The position of doorkeeper is 
not one of honor and 18 not sought after by 
the vast number of people who are seeking 
recognition from the National committee. 
Those who serve in this capacity do so to re- 
plenish their purses. 

Naturally it takes the people holding tickets 
some time to locate the entrance at which 
their admission will be honored. The people 
of Minneapolis have wisely provided abundant 
entrances and exits, but the visitors do not 
like to be treated in such a discourteous man- 
ner as some of them have been treated be. 
cause they unfortunateiy attempted to enter 
the wrong door. 

This evening Mayor Washburne attempted 
to enter the hall, and presented his ticket at 
one of the doors. A man named Frank Shaw 
was serving as doorkeeper, and treated Chi- 
cago s young exccutive in a most outrageous 
manner. He either cannot read, or else is a 
man of too smali discretion to do anything 
more elevating than ascend a ladder witha 
hod of bricks. 

This same man has made himself of great 
inconvenience tv the Western Union people, 
and especially the boys carrying copy from 
the press seats to the sending office. He 
stopped the Assistant Superintendent of the 
Western Union and refused to read his ticket. 

Doorkeeper Stoddard, who has charge of 
the ernployés’ entrance, has on one or two oc- 
casions threatened to take tickets away from 
people, but so far as known he has not thus 
far carried out the threat. 

It is surprising how many survivors of the 
late war are here. The convention this even- 
ing passed a resolution granting admission to 
the honored veterans. They improved the op- 
portunity apparently and were waiting on tne 
outside to go in us soon as the convention 
acted on the matter. The One Hundred and

GREENE WOULD NOT GIVE BAIL. 


President of the Whisky Trust 
Makes a Test Case. 

Crxctnnatt, O., June 9.— [Special.] - Act ing 
President Lewis H. Greene of the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding company of Peoria, III., 
today surrendered himself to answer the in- 
diet ment of the United States grand jury 
at Boston under the anti-trust law. 
He was taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Bruce and waived examination, where- 
upon the Commissibner placed Mr. Greene’s 
bond at $5,000 for his appearance in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the Massachusetts District. In 
default of bail the Commissioner committed 
the defendant into the hands of a Deputy 
United States Marshal. Immediateiy Greene’s

attorney, W. M. Ramsey, sued in the 
United States Circuit Court for a writ 
of habeas corpus. returnable before the 


United States Circuit Court. Judge Howell 
E. Jackson is now sitting in the Circuit Court 
of Appeais in this city. With the application 
for the writ is a petition, which among dther 
things says: 

The indictment charges no crime for 
which he (the defendant) can be tried in Mas- 
sachusetts. The petition further says that 
the defendant is udvisedly considered learned 
in the law and believes if the law under which 
said indictment was found includes within its 
terms the acts set forth in _ the: in- 
dictment and alleged to have been 
committed by the petitioner and others, said 
law is unconstitutional and void. 4 _ writ of 
habeas corpus was asked for. Judge Jackson 
allowed the writ and set the trial for hearing 
the case at 10 o’clock Saturday morning. Had 
Mr. Greene given bail he would be compelled 
to go to Boston, but his action here puts an 
end to such a course of proceedings. 

The government will apply for a bench 


warrant to remove the defendant to Massa- 


chusetts. The recent action of Mr. Greene 
will result in a hearing here, and a test of the 
constitutionality of the anti-trust law in the 
United States Circuit Court of this city.

Cullom on Record as Saying Harrison 
Would Be Defeated. 

MixNRATOLIS, Minn., June 9.—[Special. ]—

WHAT BLAINE SAYs.| 


HE IS UNINFORMED ON THE WITH- 
DRAWAL QUESTION. 
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Leaves the Impression That His Candidacy 
Is in the Hands of His Friends—He Did 
Not Go to Bar Harbor— His Health Is 
the Best—Snys e Has No Quarrel with 
President Harrison—He Waits for the 
Latest News—Numbers of Telegrams 
Reach Him. . 

Boston, Mass., June 9.—[Special.]I—Mr 
Blaine does not know whether or not his name 
will de withdrawn at Minneapolis. When it 
was said here this afternoon that his name 
would be withdrawn a reporter sent him a 
note asking hun to deny or affirm it. The 
answer that came back was: “I don’t know 
anything about the matter.” 

This would appearto mean that Mr. Blaine 
has placed his candidacy in the hands of his 
friends, All day long telegrams have been 
pouring in upon him from the seat of war, and 
not a movement of importance has taken 
place that he has not known almost immediate- 
ly. All his messages are being rushed through 
by the Western Union and three operators 
have been kept constantly at work. Just be- 
fore the meeting of the convention this morn- 
ing a small messenger boy, detailed to deliver 
messages to Mr. Blaine, carried big batches 
on every trip. This was kept up until the 
afternoon was well spent. 

The day has been an anxious one, but Mr. 
Blaine has gone through it in the most placid 
manner, apparently confident of the outcome. 
He did not take the morning express 
for Bar Harbor, as was ex 
pected. This change of program 
is perhaps due to the failure of the convention 
to act. The telegraph facilities at Bar Har- 
bor are so limited as to preclude the 
handling of any great amount of matter. 
Besides, Mr. Blaine’s cottage there is 
good ‘mile from the telegraph 
office, and it is not likely that even he would 
care to get out of the reach of his manager at 
Minneapolis. There is scme talk of his leav- 
ung éarly to-morrow morning, but it is certain 
that he will not leave here until the fight at 
Minneapolis has been won or lost. 

After a good night’s rest he arose about 8 
o’clock and sent an order for his breakfast 
and the morning paper at the same time. 
Afterwards he gave an interview to the news- 
paper men. The siege having been raised by 
Mr. Blaine himself he took every man by the 
hand, introduced each to Mrs. Blaine, and 
sent them all away delighted with their visit.

No Ohio Man Was Present. 

The gentleman said that today when the 
Ohio delegation was invited to be present at 
the Market Hall word wes passed around to 
the delegation that the invitation was not to 
be accepted. So far as he knew no Ohio man 
was present at that meeting and if he was he 
violated his promise. The Governor had been 
asked repeatedly during the last two days to 
allow his name to be presented when Ohio 
should be called.

IN THE NATIVE HOME OF CHOLERA. 


The Oriental Scourge Has Begun Its Work 
in Srinagar. 

New York Tribune: That most dreaded of 
all summer tourists, the cholera, is starting 
out upon its travels this year with unusual 
violence from the city of Sritagar, the capital 
of Cashmere, in India. The name of Srinagar 
is supposed to mean the City of the Sun, and 
though the place is elevated more than 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea, the sun 
beats down upon the surrounding 
swamps with such  pestilential ferce- 
ness as to make livmg there very 
unhealthy... The city is picturesquely situated 
in the Happy Valley of Cashmere and ex- 
tends for about two miles along both banks 
of the River Jhelum, seven bridges conuect- 
ing the two halves. Formerly the river was 
walled in with great blocks of limestone, and 
while much of this embankment has suc- 
cumbed to time some fine landing stairs yet 
remain. The river is the chief thoroughfare, 
the comparatively few streets being of slight 
importance, and there are several canals, 
making the town asort of East Indian Ven- 
ice. The population is estimated at about 
150,000, of which number 20,000 are Hindoos 
and the rest Mussulmans. 

As seen from the river Srinagar presents an 
extremely picturesque appearance. The 20,000 
houses of the city are not arranged iu regular 
rows, but are built each for itself ou solid 
stone foundations, and carriea up to a height 
of two, three, or at most four stories. They 
are of wood and brick, with sloping roofs and 
projecting eaves, and with many windows 
guarded by wooden lattices often elaborately 
carved. ‘Lhis mixed construction of stone and 
wood is believed to offer a better resistance to 
the severe earthquake shocks of the region. 
Fires are also of frequent occurrence, and 
sometimes they prove very destructive. The 
roofs of the houses are covered with earth, and 
at certain seasons of the year they sprout up 
into a crop of long grass, which makes the city 
in a birdseye view look as green as the coun- 
try. The few public buildings include ancient 
mosques, modern Hindoo temples, a palace 
within the inclosure of a fort, dispensa- 
ry, school. and mint. The great prom- 
enade, or Rotten Row ‘of Srinagar 
is a popular avenue over a mile 
in length. Overlooking the city is a hill called 
the Throne of Solomon, surmounted by an 
ancieut Buddhist temple, dating back to 220 
B.C. The view from here of the river 
and all its windings is said to have first sug- 
gested the patterns of the celebrated Cash- 
mere shawls. The City Lake is on the 
northeastern side of Srimagar, being five 
miles long by two and a half miles 
wide, with an average depth of ten feet. 
It is covered in part by the famous ficating 
gardens, made of earth and vegetable matter 
accumulated on water-plants, and has been 
immortalizeé in Moore’s Lalla Rookh.” As 
there are no carts or arriages in Cashmere, 
boats furnish the chief means of locomotion 
in its capital. The streets and lanes are as 
dirty as can possibly be imagined, and 
Europeans never venture to traverse them ex- 
cept in case of dire necessity. Rarely does 
any business call them far from the river, for 
on its banks is the row of bungalows and 
supplementary tents put up for the 
accommodation of foreign visitors, dwellings 
such as not even the poorest mechanic of the 
United States is forced to occupy, and over- 
looking the river also are the houses of the 
dealers in shawls; silverwork, and papier- mache 
28 the chief products of the piace. When 

ir Richard Temple visited the Maharafah of 
Cashmere, he asked that native sovereign 
whether Srinagar could not be drained and 
cleaned. The answer was that the people did 
not appreciate reform, and would rather be 
dirty than take the trouble to clean their city. 
With such deplorable sanitation, it 6 no 
wonder that this year, as in many previous 
years, the cholera is killing off the inhabitants 


of Srinagar.

In speak of the use- 
fulness of bird plumes one m not forget 
the quills. Those utilized for writing, ob- 
tained from geese, are the five outer wing 
feathers, the second and third being the best. 
The direction of the curve of the left wing 
feathers gives them preference, 
They are plucked in the sprmg from 
living birds, the quills of dead ones being 
valueless. To remove the grease and the deli- 
cate skin which covers the quills, as well as for 
the purpose of making them hard and elastic, 
they are heated in a bath of fine sand at a tem- 
perature of 150° to 180° Fahrenheit. This proc- 
ess causes the inner skin to shrivel up and 
the outer skin of the quill is readily scraped 
off. While the quill is soft and warm it may 
be stamped with any desired d 
are utilized also for toothpicks, and for holding

PAYMASTER VAN VALKENBURG OF 


NEW YORK WAS CARELESS. 


Commissioners of Accounts Report on the 
Central Park Menagerie Investigation— 
Frauds and Mismanagement Alleged 
and Dismissals Recommended— W hole- 
sale Grocers Fail to Organize a National 
Association—Judge De Pue’s Views of 
Yellow-Back Novels. 


New Yor, June 9.—[Special.]—The Com- 
missioners of Accounts today handed in to 
Mayor Grant their report on their investiga- 
tions of the methods of running the menagerie 
in Central Park and other details. The re- 
port has been held back in the hope that the 
Commissioners might get the former head 
gardener, George C. Woolson, within their 
jurisdiction. | 

Woolson resigned while charges were pend- 
ing against him, and has kept out of the way. 
He is charged with direct stealing. The re- 
port’s most important feature is the recom- 
mendation of several discharges. The Com- 
missioners advise the discharge of William 
Van Valkenburg, who filled the duties of City 
Paymaster and property clerk, for gross neg- 
lect, and the discharge of Louis P. Lass, 
foreman, and Woolson’s right-hand man, for 
similar reasons. 

The investigation was conducted from 
March 15 almost daily until April 19, and 
sixty-one witnesses were examined. 

William A. Conklin, former superintendent 
of the menagerie, was found guilty of gross 
mismanagement in office, He resigned be- 
fore action could be taken. He is charged 
with renting animals placed in the park by 
private persons to theaters and places of 
amusement, keeping the money himself. He 
is said to have allowed animals belonging to 
his wife to be stored in the park at the city’s 
expense, 

Van Valkenburg, the report held, should 
have been a check on Conklin. Conklin was. 
also found guilty of allowing the menagerie 
to be used for stowing animals belonging to 
dealers at the city’s expense. His subordi- 
nate, Walter Myers, alias Bannister, is 


The report recommends that, if live pigeons 
must de fed to snakes, it should be done pri- 
vutely. False entries were found in Van Valk- 
enburg’s books, and the arithmetic in them 
was characterized as lamentable. Contract- 
ors were paid at their own estimate. Short- 
ages were added to the amount of bills in- 
stead of being deducted. Summing up Van 
Valkenburg's shortcomings, the report says: 

‘We charge that by Mr. Van Val — 
carelessness in the matter the city was de- 
frauded out of considerable money, the 
amount of which it is impossible to determine. 
Van Valkenburg should be dismissed from 
the service. 

In regard to the gardener, the report says: 
** Woolson defrauded the city regularly. e 
resigned before he could be discharged. He, 
acting in bis official capacity, bought plants 
from his own florist firm, buying inferior 
plants at exorbitant prices.“ 


STORY OF SECRETED SECURITIES, | 


A Broadway Attorney Advertises the Find- 
ing of Field, Lindley & Co.’s Assets, 
New York, June 9.—([Special.}|~—The fol- 
lowing advertisement was published this morn 

ing: 

Any creditors of the late firm of Field, Lindley, 
Wiechers & Co. may hear somethi to their 
advantage by communicating with Joseph 
Green, 280 Broadway, City. 

In reply to questions today Mr. Green said 
that a client of his had become aware of the 
whereabouts of $500;000 of securities belong- 
ing to the bankrupt firm. Mr. Green could 
not give any more particulars of the discovery 
until he had conferred with the creditors. He 
was satisfied of the existence of the securities 
and believed that that amount could be re- 
covered, but before he did anything, or took 
any legal proceedings of any kind, it was ab- 
solutely necessary that he should see the 
orediters, as his client required to be pro- 
tected. * 

He said that the circumstances of the secre- 
tion of the money tended to prove the msani- 
ty of Edward M. Field. Mr. Green said he 
had not communicated yet with Charles W. 
Gould, the assignee of the firm. Mr. Gould 
said he had not heard of Mr. Green nor of his 
mysterious client, but he had heard something 
of a simular story. 

“About a month ago,” said Mr. Gould, “I had 
a visit from a man whose name I don’t now re- 
call. He said he. was a private detective, and 
that he knew where a large amount of securities 
were secreted which belonged to Field, Lindley, 
Wiechers & Co. I told him that I was glad to 
learn of the fact, and that 1 would like to know 
where they were as soon as possible. My visitor’s 
information at that point became vague. I re- 
ferred him to my counsel, Mr. Goodwin, assuri 
him that I had no doubt but that the court would 
reward him handsomely if he placed the estate in 
the possession of the securities. 

He called on my counsel, and Mr. Goodwin 
endeavored to ascertain from him the where- 
abouts of these securities. Whether my visitor 
had or has any connection with Mr. Green’s ad- 
vertisement I do not know.“ 


DEFEATED BY CHICAGO OPPOSITION. 


The Proposed Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion Fails of Consummation. 


New York, June 9.—[Special.]—The effort 


to form a wholesale grocers’ trust or na- 


tional association has failed. The 200 dele- 
gates who have been in convention in this city 
for the last two days, representing 900 whole- 
sale grocersin all parts of the country, ad- 
journed this evening sine die. 

Graeme Stewart of Chicagoin the conven- 
tion forcibly opposed the organization of the 
pro trust and was seconded by his asso- 
ciate delegates, Messrs. Charles Higgins and 
Charles Fleetwood. Mr. Stewart declared 
that the Chicago grocers would never consent 
to have their business managed by a trust. It 
was mainly this Chicago opposition that de- 
feated the scheme. 

The proposition that the wholesale grocers 
should go into partnership with the sugar 
trust, by letting the trust tix the price at which 
they should seli to the retailers, was flatly re- 
jected this evening by H. O. Havemeyer, Pres- 
ident of the American Sugar Refining com- 

any. A committee of ten laid it before Mr. 

avemeyer. It proposed that the grocers 
represented should sell at the trust’s prices 
and should receive in return a rebate of one- 
quarter cent per pound.

DIAMETER OF A THUNDERBOLT. 


The Sort of a Plug Hole Which a Flash of 
, Lightning Makes. 

Scientific Magazine: Did you ever see the 
diameter of a lightning flash measured?’ 
asked a geologist. ‘“‘Well, here is the case 
which once inclosed a flash of lightning. fit- 
ting it exactly, so that you can just see how 
big it was. This is called a fulgurite, or 
‘lightning hole,’ and the material it is made 


of is glass. I will tell you how it was manu- 


factured, though it took only a fraction of a 
second to turn it out. 

When a bolt of lightning strikes a bed of 
sand it plunges downward into the sand for a 
distance, less or greater, transforming simul- 
taneously into glass the silica in the material 
through which it passes. Thus, by its great 
heat, it forms at once a glass tube of precisely 
its own size. 

Now and then such a tube, known asa 
‘ fulgurite,’ is found and dug up. Fulgurites 
have been followed inte the sand by excava- 
tions for nearly thirty feet. They vary in in- 
terior diameter from the size of a quill to 
three inches or more, according to the bore of 
the flash. 

But fulgurites are not alone produced in 
sand; they are found also in solid rocks, 
though very naturally of slight depth and fre- 
quently A Boga oa as a thin glassy coat- 
ing on the surface, Such fulgurites occur in 
astonishing abundanve on the summit of Lit- 
tle Ararat in Armenia.

ANNUAL ROAD RACE CHANGES, 


Heat Races Suggested as a Means of Purify- 
ing the Large Entry List. 

Riders who did not receive places in the official 
list of those entitled to prizes in the Pullman road 
race were making complaints yesterday, but, as 
the list was agreed on by all of the judges, no 
changes will be made unless some one says he is 
not entitled to the place that was given him. In 
that event the man following will be given his 
number and the remainder of the list changed by 
advancing those who tollow. The dissatisfaction 
that has beea caused has demonstrated the neces- 
sity of changing the method of running this great 
cycling event. in the first place, the number of 
entrances is too large. Many men enter and at- 
tempt to ride who have had no training at all, 
while there are others who never intend to finish. 
It has been a that the course be changed., 
leaving out Puliman, hav the start and finish 
at Jackson street and Michigan avenue, and run- 
ning around the Washington Parksystem. Those 
in favor of this plan say the name Pullman is not 
necessary, as the event would be just as popular 
if it were called the Chicago race. The start and 
finish being in the same place would enable the 
judges to accurately time and locate the riders as 
they left the line and when they finished, and 
would also give the spectators an opportunity to 
see both the start and the finish. It is also suggest- 
ed that the start be made at Puliman and the fin- 
ish at Chicago, but this is impracticable on ac- 
count of the width of the streets at Pullman. 

C. Thorne, a member of the L. A. W. racing 
board, suggests that the race be run in heats of 
not more than 100 men. the first heat to start at 
8:20 in the morning.

STORY OF A VIKING SHIP. 


Built 1,000 Years Ago by Norsemen—A 
Vessel Used for a Tomb. 

Washington Star: One of the most in- 
teresting exhibits at the National Museum is 
& miniature Viking ship—an exact reproduc- 
tion on a small scale of one of the vessels 
used by the Norsemen in a éemi-heroic age, 
1,000 years ago, In such craft they were ac- 
customed to scour the ocean, veritable terrors 
of the seas, pillaging communities along shore 
and disporting themselves in a thoroughly 
freebooter-like style. Many of their national 
poems, called sagas,“ have been preserved to 
the present day, which give most interestin 
accounts of voy in these great an 
stanch boats for war and other purposes. 

These classics verses, however, do not call 
up to the mind so vivid a picture of the lives 
that were led by those hardy people as is 
presented by adiscovery of their own per- 
sonal relics and belongings such as was made 
a short time ago at Godatad near the mouth 
of Christiania Fjord. There a burial mound 
of the Vikings was unearthed, and in the mid- 
dle of it was found one of their ships—an 
open boat of great size which was constructed 
on such scientific principles and with such ex- 
cellent workmanship as the art of shipbuild- 
ing even now would hardly be able to improve 
upon. The craft was 80 feet in length by 17 
feet beam, “‘clinkerbuilt’’—that is, pointed 
at both ends and made throughout of oak 
timbers and boards put together with iron 
nails, the seams being calked with oakum 
manufactured from cow’s hair. 

The ship lay on even keel, just as she had 
been placed originally in the burial mound, 
and on board of her were found the various 
equipments and articles of furniture which 
belonged to a vessel of the Vikings. There 
wasa single mast, which was unstepped 
when there was a head wind or when a battle 
was imminent. The mast bore one large 
square sail. However, the craft depended 
chiefly for motive power upon great oars 
20 feet long, of which there were sixteen on 
each side. They were plied not in rowlocks 
but through holes in the sides. Whether the 
oarsmen stood up or were seated while row- 
ing it is impossible to state with certainty, 
but it is probable that they did the former, 
inasmuch as no trace of thwarts or seats was 
found, and they could hardly have managed 


such big oars otherwise than standing erect. 


Whether more than one man worked at each 
oar cannot be told. At all events such a ship 
must have had a complement of at least forty 
sailors, 

As has been said, the vessel was built after 
the fashion of an open boat—the bow and 
stern rising high in gtacefullines. There was 
no deck, but were placed across, 
readily movable, s as ta serve as a sort of 
false k, beneath which articles were stowed 
away. A tent cloth was stretched over some 
part of the craft, under which those on board 
could find shelter from sun or rain. In the 
ship described were discovered four wooden 
supports for the tent, together with portions 
of tent cloth and of the cordage employed 
for fastening it. The tent cloth was a woolen 
fabric of fine texture with red stripes sewn 
upon it. The supports were heavy boards 12 
feet long, with heads of animals fantastically 
carved and painted at the upperends. They 
were intended to be placed obliquely, 80 as to 
form two crutches, one at each end of the 
tent, which were connected by a pole, thus 
forming a gable-ended roof. Over this frame- 
work the tent cloth was fastened. 

Among the interesting objects found on 
board of theship were sleeping-berths, very 
much broken, which wére made exactly like 
the low bedsteads in common use today 
among the Norwegian peasantry, They were 
constructed so as to be easily taken to pieces 
and stowed away in small compass. Parts 
were discovered of a superb wooden chair, 
which was probably the seat of the command- 
er and chief. The arms of the chair were 
carved to represent grotesque heads of 
animals. There was u great variety of cook- 
ing utensils: including @ large and massive 
copper kettle with a gracefully wrought iron 
chain for suspending itover the fire. Like- 
wise tubs and buckets of wood, wooden 
plates, and several small and finely carved 
drinking cups. The cooking apparatus was 
not commonly used on board the vesse!, but 
on shore at landing-places. Although the 
Vikings did sometimes make long voyages 
across the seas they usually kept as near the 
coast as was practicable. Another article of 
practical use was a landing stage, 25 feet long 
and 20 inches wide, for the crew and passen- 
gers to get ashore. 

Ever so many more things would have deen 
found in this wonderful ship tomb, had it not 
evidently been visited previously by grave rob- 
bers, presumably during ag times. There 
was built in the middle of the vessel a kind of 
sarcophagus, com posed of logs, in gable shape 
and planked up at the ends. Inside of this 
was originally placed a bed, on which was laid 
the corpse of the great personage in honor to 
whom the mound was constructed, Unfortu- 
nately, the wicked persons who disturbed the 
re of the dead chieftain, having merel 
pil lage and no scientific purpose in view, too 
away everything they could find that was of 
any use to then. hat they chose to leave 
behind indicates that there must have been 
originally a great collection of valuable 
weapons, ornaments, etc., deposited in the 
tomb. Among other thmgs several iron fish- 
hooks were found in the grave chamber. A 
great number of animals must have been 
sacrificed at the burial, inasmuch as the bones 
of at least twelve horses and six dogs were 
discovered inside the vessel. *

THE FAT MAN HAD PLENTY OF PLUCK. 


He Tackled the Stage Kobber, but Got No 
Help, and Was Worsted. 

San Francisco Traminer: In 1878 Milo 
Hoadley was a passenger on the Milton stage 
when it was held up by a lone Italian high- 
wayman. There were four or five passengers 
besides Hoadley, all young, strong men, who 
would not like to see their names in print in 
connection with this incident. 

The Italian, a tall, athletic fellow, stepped 
out from behind a rock at the foot of a steep 
hill, and leveling a shotgun at the driver 
ordered him to stop and throw out the box. 
The driver obeyed, and handed the box, 
which contained several thousand dollars, to 
the robber, who took it in his left hand and 
remarked that that was all he wanted.

“Nothing particular, except I want it, and 
will blow your head off if you don’t hand it 
out lively. And so saying the robber sighted 
along his gun barre! at Mr. Hoadley’s head. 
He looked as if he meant business and 
Hoadley leisurely fished out his purse 
and held it out to the robber. Hoad- 
ley sat on the front seat between the 
driver and another man, and in handing the 
purse to the robber he had to lean forward 
and across the other passenger, while the 
robber had to lower his gun, step close to 
the stage, and reach up for the purse with his 
left hand. 

Just as the robber grasped the purse, 
Hoadley pitched forward and hurled him- 
self upon the fellow, landing astride of him 
and bearing him to the ground with a 
crash.

under him and regained possession of his gun, 
which he had dropped when Hoadley fell 
upon him, 

“You are the cheekiest old man I ever 
saw, said the Ital'an, as Hoadley, almost 
breathless and wholly disguated, scrambled to 
his feet and began brushing the dust from his 
clothes, . 

That's all right,” panted the old gentle-

Usually on such occasions 
the drive is made to bring the herds to the 


track after dark and as short a time before 


the east-bound freight arrives as possible, 
Usually there is no time left for ascertaining 
the real character of the shippers, and even 
were such a discovery made it is not likely 
that it would resultin anything, for the rust- 
lers are always heavily armed on such ex- 
peditions and would fight to the last man 
rather than surrender either themselves or 
their dishonest holdings.

Among the ignorant and 
credulous Russians such claptrap meets with 
great success, and in almost every village 
there is now some so-called doctor who, with 
lozenges or hypodermic injections, is ready to 
cure anything from toothache to old age. 

The latest genius of this stamp is a crvil en- 
gineer named Gatchkowsky. Some time ago 
he went to Turkestan to work on the Trans-

ARRANGING FOR CAMP-MEETINGS. 


Extensive Preparations for the Big Gather- 
ing in Tents at Desplaines. 

The Chicago District Camp Grounds Asso- 
ciation held its annual business session yester- 
day morning on the camp grounds at Des- 
plaines. It was the largest meeting in the 
history of the association since its incorpora- 
tion in 1867, there being over 100, pastors and 
lay delegates with their families present. The 
session was opened with prayer by the Rev. 
W. H. Burns, after which the Rev, T. C. 
Hoag, President of the Board of Trustees, was 
elected Chairman and R. W. Bland Secretary. 
The Rev. H. G. Jackson was made Superin- 
teadent of the August .camp-meeting and 
Presiding Elder of the Northern District, and 
the Rev. W. H. Burns Presiding Elder of the 
Southern District. The Revs. Charles Busby, 
G. D. E'derkin, and J. A. Pearson were re- 
elected trustees. 

The August meeting will be opened ou the 
4th of the month and coutinue until the 16th. 
The daily program will be Pentecostal servi- 
ces at 6 a. in., Bible reading at 9, preaching at 
10:30, children’s meeting at 1 b. m., preaching 
at 2:30, prayer ineeting of the 
League at 6:30, and preaching again at 7 :30, 
The assignments and other details are yet to 
be arranged by the Presiding Elders. but dur- 
ing the meeting all of the leadmg Methodist 
ministers in and around Chicago will be 
heard. 

Monday, Aug. 15, the morning will be taken 
up by the Women’s Home Missionary Society 
and the afternoon by the Women’s Foreign 
Mission Association. The next day will be 
devoted to the Epworth League. There are 
100 cottages now on the grounds, and prepara- 
tions are being made to erect a number of 
new ones immediately. By the timefor the 
opening a mammoth tent will have deen 
erected, with a seating —— of 3,000 - more 
than any tent before used. 

Steps are already being taken to make the 
international camp-meeting the most memor- 
able event in the history of Methodism. The 
meeting will be held in August, 1893, the first 
two weeks to be spent in Desplaines and the 
latter part of the month at Lake Bluff. Among 
English ecelesiastics who have promised to 
take an active part are Drs. Clifford of the 
Westbourne Chapel, London; Alexander Me- 
Laren of Manchester, Mark Guy Pierce and 
Hugh Price Hughes of the West Central Meth- 
odist Missions, and Charles A. Berry of 
Wolverhampton. The Rev. Mr. Drew states 
that he has positive assurance that the Poly- 
technic: School of London would visit the 
camp in a body, comprising 2,500 students and 
faculty. A committee consisting of five Chi- 
cago pastors and five Lake Bluff pastors was 
appointed to look after the interests of the 
international meeting. 


UNSUCCESSFUL SEARCH FOR SMUGGLERS, 


Claim Made That Blooded Horses Are 
Brought Across the Border from Canada. 
The Treasury agents here have just finished 

an unsuccessful search for a gang of smug- 

glers who have been bringing many fine 
blooded Canadian horses across the border 
without the formality of consulting the Cas- 
tom-House authorities. It is said the smug- 
glers are six in number and have been oper- 
atmg successfully for over a year. Many 
fine animals brought in without paying duty, 
it is charged, were disposed of at the Stock- 

Yards. 

The information that the smugglers were at 
work came from the Collector of Customs at 
Pembina, near the Caradian border. There 
were forty-four fine animals in the last lot 
brought in, and it was believed they were to 
be taken to the Stock-Yards here. A watch 
was kept at the horse markets, but none of the 
suspected animals were dis of. Recently, 
however, it was learned that the owner of a 
big stock farm in Western Ilinois had pur- 
chased the auimals, but he in turn disposed of 
them and all trace of them has been lost. In 
the course of their investigations the officers 
discovered that the Stock- Yards was a favorite 
place for the smuggiers, it being easy to 
quickly dispose of the animals there. 

Some of the finest bred horses in America 
are raised in Manitoba, and it is from big 
horse farms there the smugglers secure some 
rare animals. The farmers on both sides of 
the line, it is said, are in sympathy with the 
duty dodgers, thus making it extremely diffi. 
cult for the customs officers to locate and 
capture the guilty parties. Canada impos 
no duties on horses, and hence many Gane: 
dian importers get English-bred horses into 
the United States by bringing them into Cana- 
dian ports and thea smugg them across 
the border.

IFR THERE DESCRIBED BY D. B. 
| | MILEAR OF LEVUKA. 


Time It Took to Get a Written Language 
tor the Natives—The Costumes the Belles 
-  Wear—How a Strip of Calico Is Prized 
hy the Women-—Great Care Taken to 
Keep It from Being Worn Out—Descrip- 
tion of the Crowning of a King-—Coffin 
Ornaments Used—Hotel News. 

D. M. Millar, a wholesale merchant of 
Levuka, Fiji Istands, is at the Leland with his 
wife. Mr. Millar is on a leisurely journey to 
his old home in Scotland, making stops of 
from two days to a week at points along the 
way that please his fancy. For twenty years 
he has lived in the Fiji Islands, so far down in 
the Southern hemisphere that daily papers 
grow yellow with age before they reach him 
and where the sight of a strange white face is 
an epoch in the year. 3 

The Fiji Islanas are becoming civilized as 
rapidly as church missions and English rule 
can do the work. The inhabitants are a good- 
natured lot of people who are quick to learn 
and who take kindly to certain of the 
European customs. Twenty years ago canni- 
balism still existed upon the Islands, while 
now 75 per cent of the people are professed 
Christians living at peace and harmony with 
their fellowmen. It is not a poor 
white-man’s country, our Islands, and 
a European or an American without 
money, looking for a new country ia which to 
locate, had better choose a land that costs less 
to get to and from which the walking is bet- 
ter. Sugar is the principal industry of the 
islands, but the cane plantations and the 
sugar mills are in the hands of men living in 
Australia, and whatever profit there is in the 
business leaves the country. Cocoanuts or 
copras, bananas and pineapples rank in the 
order named so far as their importance is 
concerned, but the distance from our ports to 
Auckland and other Australian ports makes 
the growing of these products rather hazard- 
ous from a financial standpoint. 

* When I first went to the Fiji Islands the 
islanders were not so far advanced in their 
ideas of civilization as at present. There was 
ho written language there, though the spoken 
language was both expressive and poetical in 
its sounds. The Wesleyan missions established 
therg soon made many converts, and through 
them there was made a written language, and 
now 90 per cent of the young men and women 
both read and write this language. Of course 
there are many who speak a little English, 
but it seems difficult for them to master it. 
Twenty years ago there was little cloth ex- 
cept the — native stuff made from the 
fiber of a plant which grows on the Islands 
resembling horse-hair. It served its purpose, 
however, and had the added advantage of 
being practically indestructible. The fortunate 
female who was of a strip of calico 
was considered in the height of fashion when 
she strolled out with it wrapped about her. 
But the cost of it was so great to them that 
they were necessarily very frugal of the wear- 
ing of it. It was nothing uncommon to see a 

irl or woman employed as a field-hand go to 
the field wearing her precious piece of calico, 
and when there get behind the friendly shade 
of a banana plant and exchange it for an im- 
provised one made out of a broad and ample 
banana leaf, which is some two feet wide and 
six feet long, 2 about her waist. The 
banana leaf makes a cool and comfortable 
working costume, one which costs neither 
money nor labor in its preparation, and which 
serves its purpose admirably. There is seen a 
disposition on the part of some of the island- 
ers to adopt dresses and European coats and 
trousers, but it is by no means general. j 

“The Fijians are a peaceable, honest class 
of people with morals in every way better 
than the inhabitants of moet islands in the 
Southern seas. They are very cleanly in 
their personal habits, and one need never be 
afraid of eating the food they set before their 
visitors. They are not particularly thrifty, 
but it is not to be expected when a man can 
garn enough in two mouths to keep him in 
comfort, if not in luxury, for the remaining 
ten months of the year. By this I do not in- 

nd to convey the®idea that the popular 

ry regarding trunical countries is true 
hat all one need do is to open his mouth for 
ripe fruitto drop in. While fruits grow in 
tolerable abundance, they need a certain 
amount of cultivating. The natives have their 
yams and plantains, then cocoanuts and pine- 
ples, and there is not much else needed, 
ages tnere are very low. A field hand will 
receive on an average of six pence a day and 
a laborer in a sugar mill possibly double 
t sum. 
The Fiji Islands are under the control of 
England and a Governor is stationed at the 
Islands. When I was there the first time in 
1872 the Aborigines were in control of their 
own lands with chiefs over the several tribes. 
Cakabau, the greatest of the chiefs in point of 
following, was ruler over the Island of Viti 


; 


Levu, which means Big Fiji, and 
about the year 1873 two Europeans 
caine to the country. They saw 


the possibilities of a kingdom and through 
some scheme induced Cakabau to consent to 
be the ruler. A crown was made, a handsome 
affair made of sheet tin covered with cofflu 
ornaments, which, I was told recently by the 
man who made it, cost $3, and Cakabau was 
duly invested with the gaudy toy and clothed 
in the ermine of a King, which, .by the way, 
was cut trom a bolt of calico. King Cakabau 
kept his job for about seven ycars, though 
his throne bebame a little shaky at times be- 
cause of the discontent of an almost equally 


powerful chief. In 1880, or there- 
abouts, the islands were formally 
ceded to Great Britain and have 


since been under English control. By a sort of 
coincidence John Thurston, one of the men 
who originated the scheme for a kingdom 
with Cakabau at its head, who came to the 
islands as secönd mate of a saifing vessel, and 
who had once been a photographer, has now 
become Sir John Thurston, Governor of the 
islands. The $3 investment for the tin crown 
with the coffin ornaments pruved a paying in- 
vestment for bim. 

It the Fiji Islands are ever to come into 
their own there must be achange in govern- 
ment, and instead of letting outsiders make 
all the profit from our productions we must 
make it ourselves.

The demoralized condition of the cooperage 
industry throughout the Northwest is attrib- 
uted to the fact that the management of the 
business has drifted from the manufacturer to 
aclass of middlemen whose only interest in 
maintaining the industry is to collect their 
commissions. Resolutions were also adopted 
condemning this practice. 

The Furniture and Carpet Salesmen’s Asso- 
ciation yesterday seat a circular letter to the 
retail furniture and carpet dealers asking 
them to close their establishments at 6 p. m., 
with the exception of Saturday night and the 
months of April, May, December. The 
letter states that some of the largest dealers 
have promised to comply with the request if 
the movement can be made general.

Arrived—The Woo! Is V :Inaable. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., June 9.—[Special.]— 
Eighteen days out from London there arrived 
here today sixteen flat-tailed Astrakhan sheep 
consigned to the Agricultural Department 
The animals—the first importation to this 
country—are to be forwarded te California for 
treeding purposes. 

These sheep were sent from Persia by 
United States Minister Beale. Twelve ani- 
mals were shipped, four of them rams.

MR. BLAINE MADE NO MISTAKE. 

All the Demveratic, and some of the Repub- 
lican, papers say that Mr. Blaine’s resignation 
of the Secretaryship was an act of treachery, 
was not fair to the President, was the sequel of 
a deep-laid plot, or was a sensational maneuver 
to help him to the nomination. A dispassioa- 
ate study of the situation will show plaialy 


was a necessity, or a wise act, no matter what 
the future might bring forth. 

Supposing Mr. Blaine had not written his 
letter of resignation and were to be nom- 
inated at Minneapolis. Then he would have 
to leave the Cabinet, because the labors of the 
campaign would claim all his time. Nor 
would it be justice to Mr. Harrison for Mr. 
Blaine to stay. All men would turn from the 
setting star to the rising one, and the Presi- 
dent would become an unimportant part of 
his own administration. The subordinate 
would become the guperior in the public eye. 

If Mr. Blaine had not resigned and Mr. Har- 
rison were to be nominated it is not likely 
that the former could remain in the Cabinet, 
even if he wished to do so. Too much bitter- 
ness has been engendered for that. The Pres- 
ident would intimate that their relations were 
not quite as congenial as those of David and 
Jonathan, and Mr. Biaine would take the 
hint. It is better to go voluntarily than to be 
put out. 

If Mr. Blaine had staid in, and neither he 
nor Mr. Harrison were selected by the conven- 
tion, there is no reason to judge that the latter 
would be filled with affection for the Secretary 
of State, and treat him with more courtesy 
and consideration than in the past. The prob- 
abilities are. that unsanctified human nature 
would get the better of the President and 
that he would intimate to Mr. Blaine that he 
looked on him asthe Samson who had pulled 
down the temple, and that they must part. 

But supposing the President were more phil- 
osophical and forgetful. than he is credited 
with being, and Mr. Biaine were to stay at 
the head of the State Department, the actual 
nominee might be one who would not want 
him if elected, or in whose Cabinet he would 
not serve. In either contingency his duties 
would come to a close on the 4th of March 
next. There can be nothing in that prospect 
to make one eager to stay in office, especially 
when there is nothing tu do. 

When Mr. Blaine wrote to Mr. Clarkson that 
letter, said to have been extorted from him by 
the President’s friends, in which he said he 
was not a candidate, he meant precisely what 
he said. He was not a candidate. He was 
looking forward to a summer vacation, and not 


reiterated entreaties, had written a letter on 
she eve of the: convention saying again, even 
more positively, that he was not a candidate. 
Still it was better that he should leave the 
Cabinet when he did. What had he to gain by 
staying there? Nine months of frosty msulta, 
and then out. 

It may be taken for granted that if Mr. 
Blaine had written the daily letter of dezlina- 
tion which the President’s friends wanted him 
to Mr. Harrison would have been renom- 
inated without tke least difficulty. But it is 
Mr. Blaine’s sincere belief that the Republic- 
an party cannot reélect President Harrison. 
Therefore had he remained in the Cabinet his 
- official Gareer would come to a close with that 
of his chief. Mr. Blaine has repeatedly 
shown himself a sagacious politician. 
foresaw what happened in the fall of 1890, 
while other Republican politicians did not, 
and he pressed his reciprocity policy on Con- 
gress in the hope of averting a defeat which 
was even more disastrous than he antici- 
pated. 

So it is evident that in any contingency like- 
ly to arise Mr. Blaine would have felt himself 
compelled to leave the Cabinet. In no case, 
looking at the matter from his own point of 
view, could he remain for more than nine 
months. But why should he stay for that 
length of time if he conld? There seems to 
be nothing in the present condition of foreign 
relations which calls for his attention. ‘he 
disagreements with other nations have been 
settled amicably. Reciprocity agreements 
have been made. Commercial and other 
treaties have been negotiated with European 
nations, and, their acceptance or refusal de- 
pends on the Senate where they have not al- 
ready been ratified. There is no important 
legislation pending in which the State Depart- 
ment is interested. Ibe present session is 
nearing a close. The short one will be held 
after the Presidential battle has been fought, 
and it will do little more than pass approvria- 
tion bills. There is nothing left which is worth 
Mr. Blaine's attention. 

Therefore, from whatever possible point of 
view the case is looked at, be oucht to have re- 
signed, and be did so at the right time. He 
could not wait till the convention was over. 
He could not act betore he had fiaished up his 
work and put everything in readiness for his 
vacation. He has given his party a policy 
and put it in practical operation. He has 
opened to American pork and grain the closed 
markets of Europe and to American products 
of all kinds the closed markets of Latin-Amer- 
ica = States. Having done that he has gone to 
enjoy his well-earned rest. If his party sum- 
mons him thence to be its standard-bearer he 
will obey. If it does not he will see with 
philosophy another enduring the burdens of 
an arduous campaign. : 


ADMITTING NEW STATES. 

There are no valid reasons why the Senate 
should give its sanction to the bills which 
have passed the House for the admission into 
the Union of the Territories of New Mexico 
and Arizona. There are, on the other hand, 
numerous reasons why it should squelch this 
pernicious legislation. : 

1. Because these bills were rushed rough 
the House in most indecent haste when the 

attendance was small, and because no oppor- 
tunity was given to discuss them on their 
merits, 

2. The population of New Mexico in 1890 
was 153,593. It has probably increased a 
little since that time. As compared with the 
population of Montana, Idaho, and Wyom ing 
1t is larger than those Territories were when 
they were admitted, but it must be taken into 
account that the population of these three 
States is made up of white, intelligent, indus- 
trious, and enterprising Americans.

THE OREGON VICTORY. 

Gov. McKinley in his address to the con- 
vention said: We have already heard some 
of the notes of victory, for this is a Repub- 
lican year. Rhode Island has spoken. Only 
yesterday Oregon spoke, electing three Repre- 
sentatives—three Republican Representatives 
to the Congress of the United States, and 
when we get through with this convention its 
conclusions will be the law ot Republican 
action, as they will be the assurance of a Re- 
publican victory.“ In the enthusiag‘n of the 
moment the Permanent Chairmap made his 
first error, but it is a pardonable one. Oregon 
under the new apportionment’ has two and 
not three Congressmen. The announcement 
was nevertheless a timely one, for there was 
danger this victory in far off Oregon might 
be overlooked, and in the excitement of con- 
vention week full credit would not be given to 
the gallant Republicans of that State who were 
staying at home doing their duty and prepar- 
ing the way foc victory in November. 

The victory was a sweeping one. Under 
the new apportionment this year Oregon has 
two Congressmen. Hermann (Rep.) in the 
First District is reélected by about 4,000 ma- 
jority, which is an increase of his vote in that 
part of the State over two years ago, and El- 
lis (Rep.) in the Second District beats his 
Democratic opponent,ex-United States Senator 
Slater, by nearly 3,000, which shows no falling 
off from the vote of two years ago in that sec- 
tion. Moore (Rep.), candidate for the Su- 
preme Judgeship, is elected by at least 6,000 
majority, and Webster (Rep.), Attorney-Gen- 
eral, the only remaining candidate on the 
State ticket, succeeds by 1,500 majority. In 
addition to these gratifying results the Repub- 
licans will control the Legislature by twenty 
majority. 

Tue joint majority of the two Congressmen 
is not quite up to that of Hermann two years 
ago when he was elected by a round 10,000, 
but that majority was an exceptional one. 
The result sustains the average Republican 
majority of the State and shows that Oregon 
has taken no step backward. It has more 
than done its duty. It has rolled up a majur- 
ity larger than was expected of it. The 
conditions confronting the Republicans ap- 
parently were full of danger. The most 
sanguine expected that 
majority would be reduced seriously. The 
less sanguine feared it might be overcome al- 
together as the result of the combined pres- 
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the Republican ranks, and to that extent it was 
a tender to the Democrats as the Prohibition- |

It was ever thus,” and probably always 
will be so. The man who sets out to make 
money by bossing the markets may succeed 
for a while, but is sure to come to grief. The 
only exceptions to the rule in this city are but 
apparent. The few who have retired from the 
conflict with a good bank account have been 
those who had a comfortable income from 
some other business, and even that has not al- 
ways availed to save from utter collapse. 
From Goodyear down through Ricker, Allen, 
McGeoch, and a long list of lesser lights to 
Hutchinson, all have dropped their money as 
a consequence of venturing too far; their suc- 
cess for a time rendering them overconfident. 
The possession of millions one day is no 
guarantee that the individual will not soon be 
poor as aconsequence of attempting to con- 
trol and dictate the prices that others shail pay 
for food. 

The fact that the money is thus dropped 
does not prove it has net been taken out of 
the pockets of the farmers, or that when lost 
it is paid back to them, but it does demon- 
strate the folly of the claim that any one man 
or set of men, not acting together by trust 
methods, can forany considerable time con- 
trol the price of a necessary article of food. 
The speculator may seem to depress by short 
selling, but only because he takes advantage 
ofa condition by seeing it and acting on it a 
little in advance of the rest. If he sells when 
the situation radically favors strength he can- 
not long evade the operation of the law that 
the man who gets on the wrong side of the 
market must pay or go to the wall. Sim- 
Uarly, the effort to gain by inflating prices 
above the natural level can only produce a 
terr porary success, and then the material for 
which he has paid high figures while squeez- 
ing an army of speculative sellers has to be 
sold off cheaply in order to get it out of the 
way. In this case at least some of the, ro- 
ducers realize more for their property taan 
would otherwise have been possible, while the 
consumer is not forced to pay correspond- 
ingly, the loss being borne by the speculators 
and not by either producer or consumer. In 
the other case the preaducer may seem to be 
forced for a while to accept lower prices than 
his due, but the chances are the market does 
not decline so far of so badly as it would have 
done but for the interference by the mitidle 
class which is so loudly denounced by those 
farmers who clamor for the suppression of 
short selling as the onething needful to en- 
able them to obtain full prices for all they 
may have to sell. 


THE ENGLISH BANK FAILURE. 

The suspension of the New Oriental Bank 
in London generally is supposed bere to bea 
much more important affair than is the aver- 
age failure news of which is telegraphed 
westward across the Atlantic. The liabilities 
are s dd to amount to the large sum of seven 
and a quarter million pounds sterling, or 
more than $36,000,000. Of course the loss is 
small in epmparison with this sum, or the 
directors of the Bank of England would not 
be entertaining the discussion of measures 
looking to a relief of the institution, by which 
the latter is expected to resume if creditors 
will accept 5 per cent preference shares 
against their deposits. Still, the losses must 
be large, and the facts named as inciting 
causes are sufficiently general to attract at- 
tention here as well as in Europe. The recent 
disastrous hurricane in the Mauritius is a lo- 
cal matter, but the depreciation in silver, the 
consequent increasing distrust of investments 
in silver countries which has induced the with- 
drawal of enormous amounts of capital from 
the East, and a marked decrease in the volume 
of mercantile business with several countries 
are facts of world-wide import. They are con- 
ditions which affect the United States as well 
‘as Europe, and while some of the trade 
decadence noted there may be in part due to 
a reaching out by American merchants under 
the new feciprocity policy, the status of silver 
cannot be ignored heres Especially must it 
be considered if the current glut of loanable 
funds in England be ia part due to a with- 
drawal of capital from the northern half of 
this continent as a result of the silver agita- 
tion among us. 

The losses by the decline in silver have 
been enormous. Those in India alone have 
been estimated to amount to as much as 8800, 
000,000. Much of this has had to be borne by 
British capitalists. aud it is no wonder if they 
are now fighting shy of investments in the 
silver-using countries or regarding with sus- 
picion the movement favoring an enlarged 
use of silver as money. Aversion to the latter 
must be founded on an idea that such enlarged 
use can hardly be brought about on a basis of 
actual values, for if it were, the change would 
present nothing to fear. It is the notion that 
the people who are agitating for such enlarged 
use want to have silver rehabilitated on the 
old basis of ratio, which could not possibly be 
carried outin practice, that makes the capi- 
talists of the Old World timorous, and all the 
more so as they have suffered much from in- 
flation due to overissues of paper, that infla- 
tion being recognized as similar in kind 
though worse in degree than that which would 
inevitably result from the adoption of a de- 
preciated silver standard of money. Hence 
they prefer to keep their gold at home, though 
it 18 so plentifal there that its lendmg value 
on good security has deviined to the lowest 
point ever known in the history of the world. 
The holders prefer to lose the interest for 
awhile rather than run what they consider to 
be imminent risk of losing the principal ora 
latge part of it by investment in silver coun- 
tries. 

It may seem strange that a bank like the 
Oriental shoul be forced to suspend at a time 
when money is so pientiful that its owners do 
not know how to use it, But there is the 
trouble.

A glance at the number of cases on which the 
committee had to pass will show the untruth- 
fulness of these assertions. There were con- 
testing State and district delegations from 
Alabama, Louisiana, Texas, and Mississippi, 
and some petty contests in other 
States. The grounds on which the contest was 
made were different in nearly every instance, 
and a decision in one case cOuld not serve as a 
precedent in all. The claims of each side had 
to be heard in every district, and those who 
did the arguing complain that too little time 
was given them and not too much, After the 
evidence had been heard regarding each con- 
test the matter had to be discussed and a vote 
taken. 

The majority report recommended the seat- 
ing of certain anti-Harrison district delegates 
in Alabama and the four Harrison dele 
gatęs- at-large. A minority report recom- 
mended that the four anti-administtation men 
should be given the seats. The first 
battle of the convention was-held on a 
motion to substitute the minority for the 
majority report. The heated and bitter de- 
bate to which this motion gave rise will be 
found in detail in the dispatches. On one side 
attention was called to the number of 
officeholders who were present, neglecting 
their duties, and on the other it was 
suggested that United States Senators ought 
to beat Washington attendingto their legisla- 
tive duties. , 


SENATOR STEWART SHOWS HIS HAND. 

During the debate in the Senate last week on 
the Free Coinage bill Senator Stewart was 
asked by Senator Higgins of Delaware if he 
preferred tne silver »basis. The reply of the 
former was— 

He preferred anything rather than the enslave- 
ment of the people by an attempt to reduce the 
whole world to the narrow basis of gold. 1 
would reverse the policy of the administration, 
which reversed the law. It is the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to redeem the paper of 


the government in the currency which is most. 


convenient. Isay the present policy under the 
existing law will reduce us, not only to a silver 
basis, but to the basis of the commercial price of 
silver, because it is impossible to maintain on the 
present volume of gold the existing credit fabric 
of the world.” 

This is the nearest approach the Senator 
from Nevada has made to an open, full con 
fession of what he is drivingat. Tt really 
amounts to a statement that he is advocating 
the free coinage of silver for the express pur- 
pose of depriving it of its present artificial 
value in the United States—of knocking it 
down from a parity with gold to its com- 
mercial value of 68 cents on the dollar. He is 
very outspoken in favor of driving away the 
yellow enemy, gold, and establishing an ex- 
clusive, cheap, debased silver standard of 
money in this country. 

Heretofore the Senator has beat about the 
bush. He has skirmished all raund the vital 
point, but never ventured to mention it 
specifically. At last Senator Higgins’ plain, 
straightforward interrogatory has forced him 
to reveal his true position an@ his real object 
~—silver monometallism. The old rat has 
been smoked out of his hole. 

When he babbles about the “‘narrow basis 
of gold“ he is merely seeking to befog the 
question, and to hide his tracks. Surely the 
basis of gold plus silver, which the United 
States possesses, is far broader than his pro- 
posed basis of dedayed, depreciated silver 
alone could furnish. He is equally dishonest 
in his attacks on the present law, under which 
the country has a billion of gold and silver, 
and which has maintained the silver half at 
par with gold. He wants that law repealed so 
that he may replace the gold with silver, and 
knock the latter down to 68 per cent of its 
present monetary value. Such policy as this 
the miserable charlatan from Nevada calls 
“giving relief to the people.“ He professes 
to look on the existence of a billion of coin, 
all of it kept at gold value as an enslave- 
ment of the people,” but thinks they would 
be emancipated if the half billion which is in 
silver were lowered in value, to 68 cents on 
the dollar. 

The man who can stand up in any public 
body and deliver himself of such asinine or 
dishonest sentiments deserves a place in an 
insane asylum or in the penitentiary. If the 
policy urged by the Senator were to be fol. 
lowed out every economic, industrious wage- 
worker in the country would be robbed. 
Honest industry would receive a blow from 
which it could not recover for years, if ever. 
The United States would be disgraced and dis- 
honored in the eyes of the world. It would 
step down from the pedestal on which it has 
stood since it resolved after the war to pay 
its debts, enormous though they were, in gold. 
and would stand on a lower level with the 
silver nations of the Western World and those 
of Asia. This is what this unpatriotic, evil- 
minded Senator wishes should be the fate of 
his country. He has taken off the mask at 
last, and shown the hideous deformity of his 
schemes.
